We  do  not  plant  a  large  area  but  crop  it  inten¬ 
sively  and  always  strive  to  have  it  in  a  neat  and 
presentable  condition.  During  late  April  and 
through  May  we  have  large  collections  of  Tulips, 
Narcissi,  Fritillarias,  Eremuri  and  other  bulbs  in 
bloom.  From  late  May  until  mid-October  there  will 
be  Liliums  in  flower,  of  these  we  are  growing  over 
100  varieties.  During  more  than  half  the  year  Rock 
Plants,  and  Hardy  Herbaceous  plants  can  be  found 
in  flower  as  well  as  interesting  varieties  of  the  less 
common  evergreen  and  deciduous  Flowering  Shrubs. 
Our  garden  is  open  every  day  for  inspection.

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HARDY  GARDEN  ROSES 

Garden  roses  may  be  successfully  planted  either 
in  the  fall  or  spring.  To  achieve  success  with  them 
thorough  preparation  of  the  ground  is  essential. 
Well  drained  ground,  free  if  possible  from  shade, 
deeply  spaded  and  liberally  manured  is  what  roses 
love,  they  are  more  often  starved  than  otherwise.  I 
do  not  remember  having  seen  any  which  have  died 
from  over-feeding;  use  cow  manure  if  possible,  but 
stable  manure,  well  rotted,  sheep  manure,  and  bone 
are  all  good,  so  is  soot.  Plant  as  early  as  possible 
in  spring  for  the  best  results.  Be  sure  roots  are 
moist  when  planted,  spread  them  out  well,  and  firm 
thoroughly.  Cover  the  swollen  part  from  which 
the  shoots  spring  at  least  1  inch.  Do  not  prune 
newly  planted  stock  until  it  has  started  to  grow, 
then  do  not  be  afraid  to  head  the  plants  back 
severely.  During  the  growing  season  keep  the  sur¬ 
face  soil  stirred  lightly  and  always  do  this  after  a 
rain.  When  you  water  do  it  thoroughly.  Spraying 
the  plants  each  night  is  more  harmful  than  helpful. 
Before  protecting  for  the  winter,  which  should  be 
done  just  in  advance  of  freezing  up  weather,  plants 
are  better  headed  back  to  18-24  inches  in  height  and 
tie  shoots  up  together,  then  draw  earth  up  to  the 
plants  to  the  height  of  6-8  inches  rather  higher  if 
possible,  it  is  good  policy  to  fill  the  depressions  made 
with  manure,  this  to  be  covered  in  spring  with  the 
earth  you  banked  up  with.  After  ground  is  hard 
frozen  spread  a  generous  covering  of  straw,  salt 
marsh  hay  or  leaves  over  the  beds  holding  this  in 
place  with  evergreen  boughs,  be  sure  not  to  place 
this  mulch  on  while  ground  is  unfrozen  or  field  mice 
and  other  rodents  may  cause  great  damage.  Do  not 
uncover  too  hastily,  April  5-15  is  early  enough  in 
the  vicinity  of  Boston.  First  remove  the  evergreens, 
a  little  later  the  mulch,  leaving  the  hilled  soil  to  the 
last.  Pruning  should  be  done  during  April  and  all 
dead  and  very  weak  wood  should  be  cut  out  entirely 
and  3-4  eyes  left  on  other  shoots,  rather  hard  prun¬ 
ing  gives  the  best  results.  A  few  of  the  climbers  are 
everblooming  in  type  and  pruning  on  them  is  better 
deferred  until  spring,  those  giving  but  one  crop  of 
flowers  are  better  to  have  all  flowered  wood  re¬ 
moved  directly  after  blooming,  new  shoots  made 
after  that  time  should  merely  have  ends  and  dead 
wood  removed. 

The  plants  we  offer  are  two  year  old  field  grown. 
We  do  not  carry  the  cheap  discarded  greenhouse 
roses  featured  by  some  advertisers,  these  are  good 
for  one  year  if  the  price  is  no  higher  than  that  of 
bedding  geraniums.  We  do  not  offer  or  recommend 
the  “package  roses”  to  be  found  each  spring  in 
all  types  of  stores. 

Fall  planting  of  all  types  of  hardy  roses  I  would 
strongly  recommend.  In  recent  years  I  have  had 
very  much  better  success  with  fall  than  spring 
planting  and  I  would  strongly  recommend  anyone 
who  has  any  doubts  as  regards  its  success  to  try  a 
few  plants  this  fall  and  compare  results  with  spring 
plantings. 

As  a  summer  mulch  I  cordially  recommend  Peat 
Moss  spread  to  a  thickness  of  1%  to  2  inches,  this 
prevents  the  soil  drying  out,  keeps  the  roots  cooler 
and  assists  materially  in  checking  weed  growth, 
remove  this  in  the  fall  and  do  not  incorporate  it  in 
the  soil.  For  black  spot  nothing  is  better  than 
Massey  Dust  or  Niagara  Dust  applied  once  a  week 
at  least  through  the  season,  and  before  each  rain. 
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All  affected  and  fallen  leaves  should  be  picked  up 
and  burned,  if  this  is  not  done  the  trouble  will  be 
more  likely  to  be  acute  the  following  year. 

A  great  many  roses  are  today  being  patented. 
These  include  good,  bad  and  indifferent  varieties. 
High  powered  advertising  through  colored  plates 
stimulates  the  sales  of  these  but  many  are  very 
disappointing  and  have  been  dropped  from  our  list. 
Again  I  would  say  order  and  plant  early  for  the 
best  results.

These  roses  which  were  immensely  popular  before 
the  advent  of  the  Hybrid  Teas  are  more  winter 
hardy  than  the  latter  and  well  adapted  for  the  colder 
portions  of  New  England.

STANDARD  OR  TREE  ROSES 


Tree  roses  are  steadily  growing  in  favor,  they 
are  splendid  for  planting  in  the  corners  of  beds  or 
dotting  through  beds  of  Hybrid  Teas.  All  of  the 
plants  we  offer  this  season  are  worked  on  the 
Oregon  brier  with  perfectly  straight  and  sturdy 
stems,  much  superior  to  the  rugosa  stems  usually 
seen.  Winter  protection  is  best  afforded  by  burying 
the  plants.  Wrapping  with  straw  is  totally  inade¬ 
quate  in  New  England  except  for  one  or  two  very 
hardy  varieties.  Tree  Roses  are  less  subject  to  black 
spot  than  dwarfs,  as  their  height  permits  of  a  bet¬ 
ter  circulation  of  air  amongst  the  heads.  We  can 
make  deliveries  just  as  soon  as  the  frost  leaves  the 
ground.  It  is  good  practice  to  wrap  a  bunch  of 
sphagnum  moss  about  the  budded  or  grafted  portion 
in  early  spring  and  keep  this  moist  until  plants  are 
well  started.  We  have  discarded  rugosa  as  a  stock 
for  tree  roses  owing  to  its  crookedness  and  the  added 
fact  that  borers  attack  it  very  badly.  These  are  heavy, 
straight  and  vastly  the  superior  of  rugosas.

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HARDY  LILIUMS 

These  are  one  of  my  leading  specialties,  and  a 
large  proportion  of  those  offered  are  home  grown 
bulbs.  The  coming  of  Lilium  regale  paved  the  way 
for  a  tremendously  increased  interest  in  Lilies. 
Whereas  formerly  but  a  limited  number  of  varieties 
were  listed  or  grown,  the  demand  today  is  for  a  very 
much  wider  assortment,  embracing  practically  all 
Lilies  which  will  grow  in  North  America.  The  bulb 
rooting  varieties  like  Candidum  and  Testaceum 
should  be  planted  quite  shallow,  2-3  inches  suffices, 
while  such  stem  rooters  as  regale,  speciosum,  aura- 
turn,  Henryi,  Formosanum,  Browni,  and  others  should 
be  covered  8-12  inches.  All  Lilies  should  be  planted 
where  their  feet  will  be  dry  in  winter,  fresh  manure 
must  never  be  used  in  the  soil  at  planting  time,  if 
very  old  and  well  decayed  it  is  all  right,  all  lilies 
love  leaf  mold  and  they  seem  to  root  with  avidity  in 
peat  moss,  sand  is  good  for  all  of  them  and  at 
planting  time  a  cushion  should  be  placed  for  each 
bulb  to  rest  on  scattering  more  above  them. 

Candidum  can  be  planted  from  early  August  on¬ 
wards,  the  majority  of  other  lilies  are  ready  in 
October  but  the  imported  bulbs  of  speciosums  and 
auratum  with  one  or  two  other  varieties  rarely  ar¬ 
rive  in  America  before  December  1,  sometimes  much 
later,  if  places  where  these  are  to.  go  are  mulched 
to  exclude  frost  they  can  be  planted  in  either  De¬ 
cember  or  January,  failing  tTiis  bulbs  should  be 
either  kept  in  dry  soil  over  winter  in  a  cold  cellar 
or  potted  and  planted  out  in  early  spring.  Bulbs 
should  never  be  left  exposed  to  sun  and  air  for 
more  than  a  brief  time,  scales  will  soon  lose  their 
plumpness,  and  shrivelled  bulbs  will  never  give  the 
same  results  as  plump  ones.  The  idea  that  Lilies 
must  be  planted  in  either  fall  or  early  spring  is 
utterly  wrong.  During  recent  winters  we  have 
planted  out  large  numbers  during  December,  Jan¬ 
uary,  February  and  March,  always  with  excellent 
results.  Not  only  may  Lilies  be  planted  while  they 
are  dormant  or  nearly  so,  but  they  can  safely  be 
moved  while  in  active  growth.  We  find  that  Lilies 
do  not  require  much  winter  mulching,  in  fact  the 
bulk  of  our  own  are  not  mulched  at  all.  A  few 
varieties  like  sulphureum,  japonicum,  rubellum  and 
certain  Pacific  Coast  varieties  will  however  be  bene¬ 
fited  by  a  covering. 

Virtually  all  North  American  lilies  are  vastly 
better  fall  planted,  little  if  any  flowers  need  be  ex¬ 
pected  from  spring  plantings,  the  same  holds  true  of 
nearly  all  European  varieties.  They  will  make  fine 
bulbs  however  to  flower  a  year  later.  The  later  lilies 
are  planted  in  the  spring  the  poorer  they  will  flower. 
A  large  proportion  of  lilies  sold  in  spring  have  been 
carried  over  winter  in  cold  storage  and  good  results 
from  them  cannot  be  expected. 

We  have  received  numerous  gold  and  silver  medals 
for  our  exhibits  of  Lilies  at  the  exhibitions  of  the 
Massachusetts  Horticultural  Society,  the  most  re¬ 
cent  gold  medal  being  on  August  18,  1937.

LILIUM  SEEDS 

A  great  majority  of  Liliums  come  quite  readily 
from  seeds.  Some  like  regale  and  all  its  hybrids, 
Pride  of  Charlotte,  Willmottiae,  Davidi,  Formosa- 
num,  Henryi,  tenuifolium,  umbellatum,  candidum 
Salonica  var.,  amabile,  concolor,  longiflorum,  and 
elegans  will  usually  germinate  within  a  month.  On 
the  other  hand  auratum,  speciosum,  martagon, 
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Marhan,  the  Backhouse  hybrids,  giganteum  Hima- 
laicum,  and  all  North  American  varieties  are  very 
slow,  some  requiring  as  much  as  12  months  to 
germinate,  some  of  these  will  make  a  small  bulb 
but  no  leaves  the  first  season. 

Sowing  may  be  done  under  glass  or  in  the  home  in 
winter,  and  in  cold  frames  or  the  open  about  May 
1.  Rather  late  fall  before  sharp  frosts  is  another 
good  time  to  sow  seeds  outdoors  or  in  a  frame. 
Started  early,  Formosanum  will  flower  the  first 
season,  a  number  of  others  will  bloom  the  second 
season. 

Seeds  may  be  sown  in  either  shallow  drills  or 
broadcasted,  cover  not  over  14  inch.  For  soil  a  mix¬ 
ture  of  garden  soil,  sand  and  either  leaf  mold  or 
peat  moss  answers  very  well.

As  there  have  been 
many  failures  in  growing  Clematis  a  few  simple 
directions  as  to  their  culture  may  not  be  out  of  place 
here,  this  refers  more  especially  to  the  large  flowered 
varieties  as  with  the  small  flowered  section  failures 
are  comparatively  few.  Plant  where  there  is  not  more 
than  4-5  hours  sunshine  a  day  and  use  either  low 
growing  plants  or  peat  moss  to  help  keep  roots  cool. 
Excellent  drainage  is  very  necessary,  clematis  like 
a  rich  soil  but  not  too  heavy,  they  are  all  lime  lovers 
so  a  little  sprinkling  about  them  occasionally  will  be 
helpful.  Well  rotted  cow  manure  is  an  ideal  fertilizer 
and  fine  bone  while  slow  acting  is  safe  and  valuable, 
spite  of  contrary  opinions  occasionally  expressed. 

Be  sure  to  provide  suitable  trellises  or  wire  sup¬ 
ports  for  the  plants  not  fastened  too  close  to  stone  or 
brick  walls.  The  small  flowered  section  can  be  headed 
back  hard  each  spring  but  the  large  flowered  group 
simply  require  old  wood  which  is  dead  or  nearly  so 
removed.  Our  plants  are  mainly  in  pots  of  both  sec¬ 
tions,  a  limited  number  being  wrapped  in  sphagnum 
moss  and  waterproof  paper,  all  are  staked,  planting 
can  thus  be  done  over  quite  a  long  season.

CHRYSANTHEMUM  KOREANUM 
HYBRIDS 

The  introduction  of  the  Koreanum  hybrid  Chrys¬ 
anthemums  gave  us  the  finest  addition  in  hardy  gar¬ 
den  plants  we  have  had  in  some  years.  Originally  all 
single  we  now  have  a  number  of  excellent  doubles 
which  withstand  inclement  weather  conditions  much 
better  than  the  singles  and  growers  would  be  well 
advised  to  concentrate  more  on  these  in  the  future. 
The  fall  of  1937  was  about  the  worst  ever  experienced 
with  hardy  chrysanthemums  of  all  kinds,  the  very  hot 
summer  and  high  night  temperatures  prevented  bud 
formation  until  much  later  than  usual  and  with  sharp 
frosts  coming  earlier  than  normal  few  growers  had 
many  presentable  flowers.  These  abnormal  climatic 
conditions  are  unlikely  to  come  except  at  long  inter¬ 
vals.  These  chrysanthemums  are  better  pinched  back 
at  least  twice  after  planting  out  or  they  will  grow 
too  tall.  Their  flowers  unfortunately  are  less  weather 
and  frost  proof  than  those  of  the  hardy  Asters  but 
they  come  in  so  many  lovely  colors  and  so  late  that 
no  other  flowers  at  that  season  are  as  much  appre¬ 
ciated.
